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MURDERS IN NEW YORK.
A Man Killed by a Blow with & Brick -
Unsunccconful Attempt to Discover the
Assnilant,

A esse of homiclde, involved lo considerable
.’M”f' wis brought to the attention of Coro-
wer Wildey yesterday. It appears that on the
might of the 11th ull., shortly after midnught,
three young men, named Patriek MeDonougi,
John Flyun, and ‘rhomne McGowan, all of whom
meoide m East Blovemth street, boecame engaged
in a guarrel oppoeite No, 145 in that street. The
quarrel originated in sowe trifding dwpute about
some money matters, Flynn was very much
intoxicated, and a soulfle ensped between him
and McGowan, which ended in Flyon being
knocked down, At this juneture some unknown
man called oat, "Give Flynn u show,” MeDon-
ongh then can ont o!f the hallway n which the
souflle took place, and the siranger ran pway,
pursued by Mebonongh,

Dunng the chase the unkonown mae turned on
his pursuer and strack hun on the head with a
brick or stone, fracturing his skull, and escaped.
McDonough was taken to his residence, No, 145
Bart Eleventh street, and attended by s physl-
cian. He lingered until yesterday morning,
when he expired from the edects of the inlury,
Efforts were made by the Seventeenth Precinct
police to discover the mssailant, but without
aval,

An inquest in tho ease wie yesterday held by
Coroner Wildey, at the Seventeenth Precinet
Station House, wlere the evidence of various
witnesses was taken, nnd the following verdict
rendered:-

“That the sutd Patrick MeDonough came to
his death by fracture of the skull, at the hauds
©! some person or persons unkoown,

Deceased was thirty years of uge, and a native
of Irelund, ,

At the request of the Ooroner, Captain Mount,
of the Seventeenth Precinet, will renes his
efforts to discover the man by whom Me-
Donough wae asemalied, Thera ls, however,
but litile prospect of success, a8 the man was
mot eecn by cither of the parties except Me
Donough, the decensed,

Fiynn, who had been  arrested, was dis-
charged by the Coroper, there being noevidence
ngiinst him.

Probable Murder in & Brothel,

A probable case of brotul and fatal asaault
was partially developed yesterday atiernoon by
Capuiin Steers, ol Seventeenth Precioel, At
about 3 o'clock Cuaptain Steers received fnfor-
mation to the efect that o woman hud died sud-
denly at the low brothol kept by Michael Hoey,
at No. 126 Greenwich sireet, a8 wos alleged,
from the eflects ol u brutal vesting received as
the hands of the proprietor and his barkceper,
named John Clanssen. Captain  Steers pro-
¢eeded to the place, and on investigation asoor-
sained that o woman named Mury Piukney, who
wus cnployed ns u cook at the olaee, had died
sndden y during the pfternoon,

The Captan also wos anformed that eicher
last might or yesterdny morming o quarrel haod
ensued between Hoey ana the deceased woman,
during which Hoey aud Clansden beat wnd
kicked her pbout the hewd, body, and abdomen
in amost brutal munner, until she was almost
ipsensible, and the female inmates of the house
put her in bed, Asshe arew rapudly worse, Dr,
Shine, waose ofiice was o the same house, wos
sundmoned 4f about 10 o'clock i the morning,
and he attended tne woman notil she aied, st 2
o'clock in the alternoomn.

Whetier the whole iacts in the case were ro-
ported to the physicinn does not appear, bot
that gentleman, althovegh be had ateoded the
woman but lour times before death, gave the
necessary burial cerndeate, which s contrary to
law. DBut for the yarormation conveyed fo the
Captain, the remains of the woman would, no
doubt, have been buried onl of sight, and tone
crime would have bren buried with her,

Caplaln Steers, on learning all the facts in the
cage, at once arresten Hoey and Clan-=sen, und
conveyed them to the statlon nouse, where
they were locked up lor the night, Eight ol the
girls who live at the brothel were wiso takeu i
custody and detained as witnesses in the ense.
The place was also closed up, and au officer leit
mn charge ol the romalns and the promises,

Coroner Navmanu was potined of the case,
and called at the stalion, UHe took possessiun
of the certiticate granted by the physician in
attendance. An juguest will ve held to-duy.
